743,000 tons-of freight to 12,992,000 
tons passing. through the Panama

In 1923, however, the Panama ton- 


nage reached 23 737,000 tons, or near- 
ly double that of the preceding year; 


_ while the Suez Canal carried 22,730,- 


600 tons of freight. .The difference 
may been comparatively slight; but it 
was sufficient to put Panama ahead; 

Why the proiounced gain in ton- 
nage? Oil—which in recent weeks 
has caused so much furore—is under- 
flood to be responsible.
